TELLS JURY HOW 
FLORIDA CONVICT 


Farmer Who Saw Capture 
of Fugitive Testifies at 
Trial of Two Guards for 
Murder. 


PARDONS ALLEGEDLY 
OFFERED AS BRIBES 


|Prisoner Says Freedom Was 


Promised to Inmates Who 
Would Declare That 
Youth Killed Self. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 7.— 


Twenty-five minutes after the 
naked Arthur Maillefert, 22-year- 
old New Jersey convict, was 


chained by the neck in the dun- 
geon-like sweatbox of the Sunbeam 
ehain gang camp, he was found 
dead of strangulation, J. A. Taylor, 
a farmer, testified today in the 
murder trial of two former prison 
camp officers. 

Taylor took the stand in the pros- 
ecution of George W. Courson and 
Solomon Higginbotham, suspended 
guards, charged with responsibil- 
ity in the alleged torture death of 
Maillefert. 

Taylor told how he ran up to a 
group of armed guards who, with 
bloodhounds, had surrounded Mail- 
lefert as he ran from a nearpy 
farmhouse after escaping naked 
from the Sunbeam camp. Taylor 
accompanied the captured you*h 
and his guards on their return to 
the camp, he said. 

He told the jury how Maillefert’s 
legs and feet were nailed in heayy 
wooden stocks and how the youth, 
unable to walk, was lifted, 41 
naked. into the sweatbox and his 
nech chaimed to an overhead rafter. 

“Tl walked over and sat in my car 
about 25 minutes,” Taylor said. 
“Then they took the boy out dead.” 

Tells of Pardon Bribes. 

Taylor’s testimony followed the 
statement by Jim Travis, convict, 
that pardons were offered prison- 
ers as bribes if they would turn 
defense witnesses and testify that 
Maillefert had killed himself. 

Travis said pardons were offered 
to him and Snappy Chandler, a 
trusty, by Capt. Courson, who was 
temporarily in charge of the Sun- 
beam road camp when Maillefert 
died. 

“You're on the wrong side, 
xboys,“ the convict quoted Courson 
as saying to him and Chandler. 
“The gate is open for you boys 
if you get on the right side.” 

Travis said he and Chandler 
walked off without commenting. 
The alleged bribe was offered aft- 
er an investigation of Maillefert’s 
death was begun by the Duval 
County grand jury, the witness tes- 
tified. 

Travis declared he was the ony 
one of four men sentenced with 
him who' has not received mercy 
from the State Pardon Board since 
Maillefert's death. 

Two have been pardoned out- 
right, he said. The term of Ed 
Hawkins, a defense witness, has 
been reduced from 12 to five years 
and he will be released on parole 
in 26 days, Travis testified. Al 
four men got 12-year sentences. 

Asked About Prison Record. 

Seeking to break down Travis’ 
testimony, Defense Attorney Aver- 
itt questioned the witness on 
cross-examination ‘regarding his 
previous prison record. 

Travis admitted he had seen pre- 
Wous prison servitude. 

“But fhis is my first experience 
in chain gangs,” Travis replied. 
“They don’t have ‘em in Pennsyl- 
vania where I’m from.” 

“There isn't another man in this 
courtroom who could stand the 
torture Jersey (Maillefert) did,” 
Travis shouted at defense counsel 
in reply to questioning relative to 
Maillefert’s treatment. 

Judge George Couper Gibbs or- 
dered this statement stricken from 
the record. 

The sweatbox in which Maille- 
fert died was not built according 
to State prison regulations, Travis 
testified. 

“It was so small a man hardly

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NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Surrogate 
John F. O’Brien was nominated by 
the city Democratic convention last 


night for Mayor of New York. 


His nomination at Madison 
Square Garden by acclamation 
marked the political eclipse, tem- 
porarily at least, of James J. Walk- 
er. Walker's resignation as Mayor 
Sept. 1 has made necessary the 
élection Nov. 8 of a successor for 
the year that remains of his term 

O’Brien’s selection appeared also 
to have put a definite limit to the 
mayoral duties of Joseph McKee, 
former president of the Board of 
Aldermen, who succeeded to the 


vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Walker. McKee’s chief political 
sponsor, Edward J. Flynn, Demo- 
cratic leader in the Bronx, was one 
of those who seconded the O’Brien 


. nomination. 


The political significance of 


O' Brien's selection was variously in- 


terpreted today. Gov. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt had retired at the exécu- 
tive mansion in Albany when the 
‘nomination was made, and had 
made no comment early today. 
Former Gov. Alfred E. Smith, how. 
ever, is understood to have fa- 
vored the selection of O’Brien, and 
John Curry, Tammany chieftain, as 
well as party leaders of all other 
boroughs, indorsed, him. 

From the platform of the con- 
vention it was announced that 
Walker, on the way home from a 
short European vacation, had sent 
a request that his name be not of- 
fered as a candidate. 

At 2 p. m. yesterday the Court 
of Appeals handed down a decis- 


lon in Albany that an election must 


be held next month. 

As soon as, the word was flashed 
to New York, party chieftains went 
into a series of secret conferences. 

Roosevent, Smith, Democratic 
Gubernatorial Nominee Lehman, 
and many factions within the city 
Democratie organization, were lined 
up against the naming of Walker. 

John H. McCooey, Brooklyn 
leader, who has long been an ally 
of Tammany Chief John F. Curry, 
let it be known he was opposed 
to Walker’s nomination. 

The exchange of radiograms be- 
tween Walker and Curry, disclosed 
that the Tammany chief and John 
H. McCooey, Brooklyn leader, had 
offered Walker the mayoralty nom- 
ination in the face of Smith-Roose- 
velt opposition. . 

Curry, before the convention ad- 
journed, offered a resolution, adopt- 
ed amid cheers, calling for an 
“everwhelming vote“ for the Roose- 
velt-Garner ticket and the State 
ticket headed by Lehman.. The 
resolution spoke of the desire for 
“party harmony.” 

The Garden, which had housed a 
shouting crowd, was half emptied 
before the chairman c@lled for a 
short address by the new nominee. 
The crowd was tired by the necés- 
sity of calling the roll of all the 
32,076 delegates qualified to at- 
tend, a procedure requiring hours. 

Career of O’Brien. 

O’Brien has beén in the service 
of the city or New York County 
since 1901. 

A friend of the late Charles F. 
Murphy, Tammany csar, O’Brien 
won his present post in a three- 
cornered election 10 years agd. 
Shortly after emerging victorious 


from a vigorous campaign he ac- 


companied Murphy to French Lick 
Springs, Ind., for a reat. 

Born in Worcester, Mass., 
O’Brien began the practice of law 
in 1897 at the age of 24, 
completing his education at Holy 
Cross and Georgetown. 

In 1901 he became assistant cor- 
poration counsel of New Tork City, 
a post which he held until 1920 
when Mayor John F. Hylan ap- 
pointed him corporation counsel. In 
this capacity he appeared before 
the United States Supreme Court 
in 1921 in litigation over the 8. 
cent subway fare. 

The vote for O’Brien was cast 
as 32,075—the total of all dele- 
gates. Not all this number were 
present last night in the Garden, 
as capacity was taxed at 23,000. 

The Republican convention will 
be held tomorrow night.

creased output through adding 
more persons. 

“A simple story and one which 
sets up no new philosophy,” 5 
commented. “The principle 0 
shared work in a crisis. such as 
this Is comparable with the prac- 
tice of civilized peoples in a famine 
situation, If there is but a limited 
amount of food to ge around, no 
one would suggest feeding four- 
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fifths of the distressed people ful - 
ly and letting the other fifth 
starve. The available food is ra- 
tioned. This is what we are now 
doing with work because there is 
a partial famine in work, which is 
basic to obtaining the necessities 
of life.” . 
“Winter Around the Corner.” 

Touching for a moment the in- 
dications that the business tide 
was on the point of turning, he 


exhorted, “No matter where pros- 
perity lurks, winter is just around 
the corner, and that corner is not 
far away. I shall count my visit 
to St. Louis and the generous con- 
tribution which this audience has 
made of ta time a total loss if no 
constructive results follow.” 

Teagle traced the course of the 
depression and efforts to stave it 
off from the first conference fol- 
lowing the 1929 collapse. Then, he 
remarked, it was decided to keep 
wages up at any cost. That cost 
was the laying off of workers as 
the need for them lapsed, and it 
resulted, he said, in “the largest 
surplus of idle workers in dis- 
tory.” 

“When the first group of men 
and women were released from 
steady employment prosperity be- 
gan to wane,” he continued. The 
purchasing power of this group 
was eliminated; its members had 
that much less buying power for 
the products of their neighbors, 
and as a result. others were made 
idle. For fear that they too might 
be thrown out of work those still 
employed cast about for things to 
do without in order that their sav- 
ings might not be impaired. In 
this way the spread of enforced 
idleness was launched and each 
plant, store and office which fur- 
ther reduced thé number on its 
payroll widened the circle of un- 
employment and decreased pur- 
chasing.“ 

The cutting off of the income of 
workers and their families, repre- 
senting a fifth of the population, 
did not cripple their purchasing 
power alone. Those who still had 
jobs, he said, feared daily to lose 
them and stopped every avoidable 
expenditure, and he traced the now 
well understood vicious circle of 
consequences — less employment, 
less buying power and again less 
employment. 


But some concerns, Teagle re- 
marked, found that it would be 
costly to disrupt their - organiza- 
tions by layoff. And so they kept 
them intact by short hours or shut- 
ting down a few days a week or 
even weeks at a time. Wherever 
the situation was laid before the 
employes, they voted to take wage 
cuts or part time employment 
rather than have any of their fel- 
lows out of work. Hence, he said, 
66 per cent of the manufacturing 
concerns of this country were op- 
erating 40 hours or less a week, 
and 3609 firms had found a way 
to keep millions of men employed 
by some form of work-sharing. 


What One Concern Did. 


One great corporation alone, he 
said, ‘“has 48,600 names on its 
payroll which would not be there if 
employes had been dropped as rap- 


idly as the decline in business war- 
ranted.” 

Teagle made it clear that he 
urged no effort to stretch still fur- 
ther payrolis already drawn out to 
the point of transparency. But he 
insisted there were businesses 
where wages remained sufficiently 
high to enable spread among more 
workers without dangerously {fn- 
creasing the total payroll or dan- 
gerously impairing the individual 
workers’ income. 

Thousands of small concerns 
were in position each to take on 
one or a dozen employes, he de- 
clared, and the movement should 
be extended to the “white-collar 
man,” for, “so far, there has been 
but little done by banks, brokerage 
houses, insurance companies, large 
offices and many other lines of 
business.” 

“We are not trying to sell any 
definite plan such as the six-hour 
day or five-day week,” he said. 
“We are not fanatically wedded to 
some new theory of business con- 
duct in the United States. When 
in the future, work-sharinfg de- 
comes a thing of the past through 
recovery in business and other 
forms ot income production, which 
will make the worker sought after 
rather than the job, we can say 
good-by to it without a qualm.“

$13,931,000 TO STATES 


Report Is. Given Out by 
Clerk of the House in 
Spite of Protest by Chair- 
man Pomerene.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7. The Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
report for August, made public to- 
day by South Trimble, clerk of the 
House pt Representatives, showed 
loans totating $186,209,310 Au- 
thorized during that month. 

The report was given out over 
the objections of Atlee Pomerene, 
chairman of the Reconstruction 
‘Board. It said loans authorized 
to financial institutions, including 
insurance companies and rallyoads, 
totaled $122,277,641. 

Loans authorized to Governors 
of states for relief purposes 
mounted to $13,931,669, while 
$15,000,000 was authorized ‘for 
the Cotton Stabilization Corpora- 
tion and $35,000,000 to the Amer- 


ican Cotton Co-operative Associa- 
tion. No part of the latter two 
authorizations had been disbursed 
up to Sept. 21, the report said. 

Pomerene had contended in a 
formal protest that the publicity 
Provision of the Garner-Waguer 
relief act did not give Trimble 
authority to make the monthly re- 
port on loans .public. Trimble re- 
leased the July report in August, 
holding that he had no discretion 
under the law to do otherwise. 

Loans Made to States, 

States to which relief loans were 
authorized in August at 3 per cent 
interest follow: 

“Alabama, $225,000; 
000,000; Louisiana, $1,096,084; 
Michigan, $1,800,000; North Da- 
kota, $50,000; Ohio, $768,000, and 

2,585; South Dakota, $150,000 
3 Wisconsin, $3,000,000. 

he g#eport showed that a total 
of $5,552,400 authorized to banks 
and trust companies during the last 
10 days of July covered by the pre- 
vious report was canceled, includ- 
ing $3,800,000 to the Bank of 
America National Trust and Sav- 
ings Association of San Francisco. 

Other authorized loans W finan- 
cial ingtitutions canceled between 
Aug. 1 and Sept. 21, totaled §$1,- 
224,264, it said. This included 
$240,000 canceled by the State Life 
Insurance Co. of Indianapolis. 

Application for loans received 
during August numbered 1151, with 
repayments in the month totaling 
$35,241,799. 

Loans to bank and trust com- 
panies included $39,290,150 to aid 
in reorganization or liquidation of 
closed banks. 

In addition, the report said, the 
corporation had outstanding on 
Aug. 31 agreements to make loans 
totaling $875,000 on the perform- 
ance by applicants of specified con- 
ditions. Of loans authorized to 
railroads, $2,170,500 is reimburs- 

ble from the Railroad Credit Cor- 
poration, when funds are available. 

The reports shows a loan of $12,- 
500,000 to the Union Trust Co. of 
Maryland at Baltimore authorized. 

Trimble’s announcement of his 
decision to make the report public 
contained an opinion by his coun- 
sel, South Trimble Jr., which said 
that “after careful examination of 
the legislative history of the emer- 
gency relief and construction act 
of 1932, and of the protest and 
brief of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, I am of the opinion 
that the act gives you no discretion 
to withhold the monthly reports of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration from public inspection.” 

Some Loans Canceled. 

The statement also took issue 
with Pomerene’s contention that 
Trimble should await the Decem- 
ber session of Congress to permit 
the House to act on the publication 
question. 

The reconstruction report itself 
showed that a considerable pum- 
ber of loans which were authort- 
ized during August were withdrawn / 
or canceled in full, including au- 
thorizations to 35 banks and trust

As the alternative, the commis- 
sion asserted, in the report read 
by its chairman, Rudolph 8. Hecht 
of New Orleans, the incoming 
second vice president, that exten- 
sion of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem in the commercial banking 
field would incorporate all the 


virtues claimed for a unified sys- — 


tem. 

Argument against excessive leg- 
islative interference with the 
banking structure of the nation on 
the ground the system is capable of 
making necessary adjustments au- 
tomatically, or voluntarily, was ad- 
vanced in the report.

Sidelights 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 7. 

EPUBLICAN strategists may be 
Nader correct. in affirming 

that President Hoover gained 
millions of votes by his Des Moines 
address, but frankly, a majority of 
the people who have commented 
on the speech in the presence of 
this writer, have complained simp- 
ly that the radio broadcast resulted 
in shutting Ed Wynn off the air. 
The broacasting companies have a 
rigid rule that the President can 
have the air at any time—and for 
any length of time—that he ‘choos- 
es, although even Presidents are 
expecteg to indicate when, and for 
how long, they. will occupy it.

Roosevelt Handies 
Tammany Adroitly. 


NE fact which seems to be 
() cica: from developments of the 
last few months is that Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt is one of the most 
adroit, practical polificians that the 
country has seen in a long time. 
This was first demonstrated by his 
success in capturing the presiden- 
tial nomination after his opponents 
were .confident they had him 
“stopped.” It was demonstrated 
with equal force by his handling of 
the Jimmy Walker case which, in- 
stead of damaging his prospects, 
has greatly enhanced them. His 
adroitness is how confirmed by his 
suceess in nominating Herbert Leh- 
man for Governor of New York 
over Tammany’s opposition. Indeed, 
the shrewd Roosevelt appears to 
have made a monkey out of Boss 
Curry. and to have put the ex- 
quisite Jimmy completely out of 
business as a practicing politician. 
From this it might be deduced that 
Tammany will seek to knife the 
Governor in the presidential.election, 
“| But. such a deduction is contradict- 
ed by virtually everything that we 
know of the habits and customs of 
politicians in their respective lairs. 
The business of a party politician is 
politics—he makes a living out of 
it. His income is derived from his 
control of local offices. Therefore, 
self-interest almost inyariably com- 
pels him to support the party ticket

Senator Robert Wagner 


and a Boyhood Story. 


NE of the most gratifying re- 
O t the Democratic conyen- 

tion at Albany, from the stand- 
point of public-spirited citizens in 
all the states, should be the re- 
nomination of Senator Robert F. 
Wagner of New Tork. If Tam- 
many’s plans had succeeded, Wag- 
ner Would have been ngminated for 
Governor, and the Senate would 
have lost one of its most valuable 
members.

For several minutes he talked 
cordially to the shabby stranger, 
ending the conversation by asking 
the man to visit him at the hotel 
that evening. During lunch he 
told this story: | 
When Wagner's parents arrived 
in this country from Hamburg. 
vringing the two-year-old son who 
was to become a Senator, the 
father got work as a janitor in an 
apartment house. Most of the ten- 
ants of the building were squeam- 
ish about permitting their children 
to play with the janitor’s boy. . But 
one boy of his own age later struck 
up a friendship with young Robert, 
which was encourageé by the boy's 
parents when they learned that 
the janitor’s son was at the head 
of his class in grammar school.

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NORMAN THOMAS 
GIVES IDEAS ON 
WORLD AFFAIRS 


Says There Must Be Defin- 
ite Program of Interna- 
tional Organization but 
Not Overpowering State. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 7.— 


Norman Thomas, Socialist candi- 
date for President, in an address 
prepared for delivery to the Com- 
monwealth Club today, said “our 
hope of peace is of little worth un- 
less with it goes a positive program 


of world organization.“ 

He declared capitalism had 
„definitely gone nationalist at the 
final stage of its epoch" and that 
it is “our task to change the cap- 
italist-nationalist system, which is 
the breeder of war, while we seek 
to prevent particular wars.” 

The very poverty of the world 
lessens resistance to war, heightens 
the strife for markets and creates 
almost a positive desire for large 
scale war as a sure means of in- 
flating a sadly deflated domestic 
economy,” he said. “So illogical 
from the standpoint of economic 
lines are national boundaries that 
we despair of any sound peace on 
the conventional. basis of merely 
preventing war by peace machinery 
or by rectifying boundaries. 

Defines World Organization. 

“An interdependent world re- 
quires world organization.» This 
means, not an overpowering world 
state, but that in addition to our 
none too effective machinery for 
preventing war we must rapidly 
develop machinery to deal on a 
world scale with such matters as 
the allocation of raw materials, the 
exchange of goods and the fiscal 
system. 

“In this program first is the 
recoggnition of Russia. It is ridicu- 
lous to say we can have world 
planning and exclude a nation 
from ordinary diplomatic recogni- 
tion which governs one-sixth of 
the habitable globe. 

“Second, I should put a world 
economic eanference to consider 
interallied debts not only in rela- 
tion to German reparations, which 
already have been tolerably well 
dealt with at Lausanne, but also 
world trade and world disarma- 
ment. It is too late to do by the 
forgiveness of debts what could 
have been done in 1929. But for- 
giveness of debts might well be 
used even at this late date to has- 
ten disarmament and restore a 
general healthy trade. 


Shadow of Dollar Imperialism. 


“Closely related is disarmament. 
The case is partly economic in this 
poverty-stricken world. Disarma- 
ment also relieves tension, reduces 
the expectation of war, and makes 
it harder to stampede nations into 
war. The United States can well 
afford to set an example in this. 
Their own citizens; would compel 
other nations to follow. 

“Our fourth point is the end of 
a trade, more shameful than any 
since the slave trade, in weapons 
and materials of war, including 
loans to belligerent nations. 

“We are poor preachers against 
Japan's imperialism, while our Ma- 
rines occupy Haiti, Nicaragua and 
the shadow of our dollar imperial- 
ism is over most of Latin Amer- 
ica. Nothing will suffice but the 
end of the whole imperialist busi- 
ness. Marines as missionaries are 
more needed in. Chicago than in 


‘Nicaragua. 


For World Court Membership. 


“This end of imperialism should 
be accompanied by autonomy for 
Puerto Rico and a willingness to 
fix a definite and near date for 
Filipino independence without cut- 
ting these people suddenly adrift 
from the American tariff and trade 
economy into which we brought 
them by force.“ 

Thomas said his party favored 
American membership in the

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FAVORS 10-YEAR TOLL 
ON MUNICIPAL BROGE 


Board of Estimate Approves 
Plans for Retiring Relief 
Bond Issue. 


| 


The Municipal Bridge would re- 
main a toll crossing for 10 years 
if the $4,600,000 relief bond issue 
is appreved by voters Nov. 8 and if 
plans for retiring the bonds, ap- 
proved today by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, are car- 
ried out. 

The bridge was a free highway 
crossing from its completion in 
1917 until last July, when toll 
charges were established as an 


emergency unemployment relief 
measure. 

The Board of Estimate approved 

a proposed amendemnt to the toll 
ordinance which would continue it 
in effect until all bonds which may 
be issued under the proposed re- 
lief bond issue have been retired.. 
Originally the toll charges were to 
have been in effect only for one 
year. 
Deputy Comptroller Gunn pre- 
sented figures at the meeting to 
show that the interest and sinking 
fund charges on the bond issue for 
the first yeat would be $667,000, if 
it should be decided to retire. the 
whole issue in 10 years. Income 
from the bridge tolls of 10 cents 
for private and 15 cents for com- 
mercial vehicles is expected to be 
about $800,000 a year. 


The amendment will be consider- 
ed by the Board of Aldermen at a 
special meeting called for next Fri- 
day afternoon by Mayor Miller. 


A proposal to continue the in- 
crease of one-half a cent a gallon 
in the city’s ¢-soline tax and apply 
the proceeds toward retiring. the 
bonds, if they are voted, was not 
approved by the Board of. Esti- 
mate. Associate Comptroller Cun- 
ningham said the board might re- 
consider that proposal at another 
meeting. 

The gasoline tax was increased 
from a half a cént a gallon fo a 
full cent last February, and the in- 
crease will not be effective after 
next February unless the ordinance 
is amended. 

As originally planned the rellet 
bonds would have been retired over 
a period of 20 years out of the 
city’s general revenues. This would 
have required an increase of three 
cents in the city’s general tax rate 
and the Real Estate Exchange 
threatencd to oppose the bond is- 
sue unless a way was found to re- 
tire the bonds throush special 
taxes.

Cattle aré off from $15.11 to $8.62; hogs from $11.20 
to $4.86. The American farmer has enjoyed the “full 
benefit” of the tariff. 

“The very basis of safety to American agricul- 
ture is the protective tariff on farm products, Re- 
moval of, or reduction of, the tariff on farm products 
means a flood of them into the United States from 
every direction, and either you would be forced to 
still further reduce your prices or your products 
would rot on your farms. The Republican party orig- 
inated and proposes to maintain the protective tariff 
on agricultural products. I propose to reserve this 
market to the American farmer.” 

So speaks Herbert Hoover, Republican candidate 
for the presidency of the United States in 1932. It 
is as if the losses, failures, bankruptcies and fore

Public discus- 
sions of tariff changes in many other countries have 
revealed the same animus. Fiscal considerations have 
everywhere been subordinate. 

Mr. Hoover further denies Mr. Roosevelt's charge 
that the tariff act of 1930 drained “Europe” of gold, 
thus restricting credit, depressing prices and intensi- 
fying depression through the world. Mr. Hoover here 
carefully refrains from distinguishing between France 
on the one hand and Germany, England and the other 
European nations on the other. The truth is that the 
United States and France together had about a third 
of the world’s gold before the war, nearly two-thirds 
by the middle of 1931, while the share of England, 
Germany and Russia together declined from a third 
to a tenth. Mr. Hoover asserts that the depression 
was well under way before the tariff act was passed. 
That is perfectly true. But the maldistribution of 
the world’s gold supply which was induced by this 
‘measure straightway sent things from bad to worse. 

The major financial crisis in Europe came in 1931. 
The chain of causation by which the Grundy tariff 
operated to prolong and intensify the depression 
through its effect upon the gold supply is perhaps 
not easy to trace.

I also 
was informed that payment on the bill 
could not be accepted until the cost of 
filing a suit to collect this bill was paid. 
I tried, from public officials at Clayton, 
to get information why I was never noti- 
fied about this tax bill. All replies were 
vague and evasive, and in disgust I paid 
the cost of filing the suit and was per- 
mitted to settle the whole rotten busi- 
ness. 

The total bill of costs in connection 
with the suit filed was twice the amount 
of the tax. Sheriff's fee for serving writ, 
which he never served me, called for 
$2.20, and he certainly did not earn this 
money, nor did anyone else earn what 
they received in connection with this 
so-called “bill of costs." I have my 
opinion of certain public officials in the 
county, and the only satisfaction lies in 
the fact that this is an election year.

We jyreathered the crisis of last spring,

depression men and women are 
equally affected. But on you, the 
women, falls the full anxiety of the 
direct effect of the impact of bur- 
dens upon the home. Moreover, 
some ten millions of you are en- 
gaged in gainful employment, 80 
that employment not only presses 
indirectly but it also presses direct- 
ly upon you through ioss of your 
jobs. In-thousands of homes you 
have had to undertake the whole 
responsibility as the only bread 
winner. You are gallantly carry- 
ing that burden. It is certain that 
if it were not for your earnings the 
depression would have brought 
greater suffering to a multitude of 
families. Whatever the different 
burdens of men and women may 
be, recovery from the depression is 
the same for both. 


“Forces From Outside.” 


The forces moving against our 
people from outside our borderr 
proved to be beyond the control of 
a single individual or a single in- 
stitution. In such emergencies the 
Government, which must represent 
the whole people, has been faced 
with one or two alternatives. The 
first, to do nothing, which would 
have meant degeneration over a 
with dangers to 
every one of you and to our very 
national life. That I refused to 
accept. The second was for the 
Government to adopt an unprece- 
dented emergency program fitted 
to the battle as the forces devel- 
oped against us, but holding abso- 
lutely to proved principles, pre- 
serving the safety” of American 
ideals and the future of American 
life. This course we have taken. 
The emergency méasures now in 
action represent an ‘unparalleled 
use of national power to relieve 
dist rfss, to hold jobs and make 
more jobs, to serve agriculture, to 
preserve the stability of our insti- 
tutions and maintain the integrity 
of our Government. 

“And they include not only the 
official powers of the Government. 
I have used every influence of the 
presidential office to mobilize and 
Organize the whole community in 
co-operative action in attack to 
overcome the depression in a score 
of directions which can be attained 
through the combined initiative of 
individuals and communities.

“Our policies in protective tariff 
have saved our people during this 
depression from enormous in- 
creased unemployment of labor;

Yorkshire 
pudding must be cooked in the 
meat pan. When the roast is with- 
in three-quarters of an hour of be- 
ing done, remove it temporarily 
from the pan, place a rack in the 
pan—it you happen to have one of 
the old-fashioned three legged iron 
stands, that is just the thing: or 
place the rack from the broiling 
oven across the pan and place the 
meat on it so that the fat and meat 
juices drop into the pan below. 

Pour the pudding in the pan to 
the depth of three-quarters to one 
inch, and bake in a hot oven for 
about 40 minutes. Then cut in 
squares and serve with meat in- 
stead of potatoes. If there is a 
great dealrof fat in the roasting 
pan, some of it must be poured off 
before putting in the pudding. Some 
fat is necessary, but too much 
makes the pudding too greasy. 
When properly cooked, the pud- 
ding is puffed around the edges 
like a popover, the center is moist 
because of the meat juices, and 
there is a crisp, brows -crust on 
sides and bottom. 

The pudding is made from a 
popover mixture really. For six 
people beat three eggs until light, 
add three cups of milk, then stir in 
two cups flour sifted with one tea- 
spoon salt and one teaspoon baking 
powder. Beat with an egg beater 
until free from lumps, and ful! of 
bubbles, 

Cabinet Pudding, 

Put eight slices stale bread in 
a saucepan and cover with boiling 
water. Let stand for three min- 
utes, carefully drain off the wa- 
ter. Butter a deep baking digh. 
Lift two slices of the soaked bread 
into the dish, dot with one table 
speon butter cut in tiny pieces and 
sprinkle with a thick layer of seed- 
less raisins. Cut peel from half an 
orange-—only the thinnest slices of 
yellow rind—and then cut it in very 
narrow strips. Sprinkle a few of 
these over the raisins, add another 
layer of bread, more raisins and 
orange peel and repeat until the 
dish is full, having bread fer the 
top layer. 

Beat three eggs until light, add 
one can sweetened condensed milk, 
one-half teaspoon salt, and one- 
quarter cup hot water. Pour this 
over the pudding, let stand 10 min- 
utes, then bake in a very moderate 
oven until firm and delicately 
browned. No sugar is needed, as 
there is plenty in the milk and 
raisins. Serve warm. There will 
be a caramelly edge to the pudding 
that will make everyone want the 


LN SERVING CHEESE 


More General Use and Ap- 
preciation of Different 
Varieties Shown, 


During the past summer when 
America was host.to the nations 
of the world at the Olympic games, 
the international table in the 
Olympic village, Les Angeles, 
boasted cheese in more than 60 
varieties, to suit every cheese-taste 
of every nation. 

Yet America has only in recent 
years discovered the true valte and 
delight of cheese in its proper 
place in the diet. From threo 
pounds of cheese per capita per 
year consumed in the United States 
10 years ago, our national cheese 
consumption has grown to almost 
five pounds each ‘year. Sharp 
cheese, mild cheese, har@ cheese, 
soft cheese—America has come to 
taste them all with a - knowing 
tongue. And tasting, has come to 


use cheese more and more in the 


daily menu. But we are still, as a 
nation, far down the list of prin- 
cipal cheese-eating nations, with 
Switzerland ranking highest. 

Part of our early neglect of 
cheese arose from a misunder- 
standing about its true dietetic 
value. Time was when cheese. was 
considered indigestible. This food 
superstition was doomed, like the 
old one that Hlackberries were poi- 
son, Today it is quite generally 
known that all good cheese is from 
90 to 98 per cent digestible, and as 
such deserves a high place in the 
diet. As it contains a high degree 
of protein, in highly concentrated 
state, and is valuable for its milk 
minerals, cheese and ever-increas- 
ing uses for cheese are important 
to the family larder and cookbook. 

Another major reason why cheese 
did not for so many years, attain 
its true place on our tables is that 
little was known of the proper 
manner in which cheese should be 
cooked.

Two pounds lean beef, one cup 
diced salt pork (about one-half 
pound), four tablespoons flour, 
one and one-half cups milk, one 
cup chopped parsley, one-fourth 
cup chopped onion, one cup fire, 
dry bread crumbs, two teaspoons 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Put the meat through a grinder. 

Fry the diced salt pork until light 
brown and crisp and remove pieces 
from pan. Make a sauce of flour: 
milk and three tablespoons of pork 
drippings. Cook parsley and onion 
for a few minutes In the rest of the 
pork drippings, and add to this the 
bread crumbs and seasoning. Com- 
bine all the ingredients and use 
hands to mix thoroughly. The mix- 
ture will have a stick consistency. 
Lay a piece of heavy paper on a 
rack in an open roasting pan. Mold 
the meat loaf on the paper with 
the hands. 
Bake the - loaf in a moderate 
oven for gne and one-fourth hours. 
Do not cover the pan and do not 
add water. Much better results 
are obtained by making the meat 
loaf in this way then by packing 
it into a deep pan and baking 
it like a loaf of bread. Remove the 
meat loaf from the paper and serve 
hot, or chill it and serve in thin 
slices with watercress garnish.

There's a recent bride whose 
husband says he never could get 
enough chicken before he was 
married, and here’s Row she plans 
to satisfy him: 

She buys a good-sized chicken, 
much too large for only two 
about four pounds. Then she varies 
the serving so it is not monotonous, 
baking it for Sunday dinner 
with a tasty dressing. She saves the 
white meat for Sunday night sand- 
wiches, and the bones for a thick 
‘soup Monday night, which is al- 
most a meal in itself. 

Soup Recipe. 2 

The chicken bones, together with 
leftover bits will make a thick 
satisfying soup. Put bones and. 
chicken in a saucepan with one 
quart of cold water; an onion, 
sliced, a stalk of celery cut fine 
and one teaspoon salt. Boil gently 
for 40 minutes, add any leftover 
dressing and vegetables from Sun- 
day dinner. Boil for another 20 
minutes, then remove bones, add 
two-thirds pint of milk and thick- 
en with a tablespoon of flour 
mixed with cold water. 

Chicken Liver Omelet. 

When she gets the chicken Sat- 
urday morning, she buys an extra 
liver, which can almost always be 
done in the larger markets. Then 
they have liver omelet Saturday 
night for supper, made like this: 

Rinse the two livers in colf wa- 
ter, drain, cut each in two or three 
pieces. Melt one tablespoon butter 
in a small frying pan, add chicken 
livers, sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per and fry for five minutes, stir- 
ring two or three times. They 
should be brown by then. Scramble 
three eggs in the usual manner, 
stirring in the livers just before 
serving. 


SYRUP, POTATOES AND APPLES 


Two large apples, two large cold 
boiled sweet potatoes, one-quarter 
cup syrup, butter. 

Select tart, perfect apples; core, 
pare and cut in slices crosswise and 
fry in butter till nearly soft. Brown, 
but do not allow slices to break. 
Cut potatoes in rather thick slices, 
sprinkle with salt and place a slice 
of fried apple on each slice of po- 
tato. 

Arrange in shallow baking dish, 
preferably glass, slightly overlap- 
ping one another. Pour syrup over 
all, dot with butter, bake about 
half hour till potato absorbs nearly 
all the syrup and apples are 
brown, 


ORANGE PUDDING SAUCE 


Two-thirds cup sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, two teaspoons corn- 
starch, one cup boiling water, one 
teaspoon butter, two oranges, juice 
and grated rind. 

Mix sugar, cornstarch and salt. 
Pour boiling water over mixture, 
stirring constantly. Cook until mix- 
ture thickens and is clear. Add 
butter, juice and grated rind of 
oranges just before removing from 


CHEESE SOUP 


One quart milk, one tablespoon 
minced onion, three tablespoons 
flour, two tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons grated yellow . cheese, 
two teaspoons chopped parsley. 
Scald milk and onions together. 
Remove onion and pour milk over, 
flour and butter which have been 
thoroughly blended together. Cook 
well, stirring constantly. Remove 
from fire and add cheese and 
parsiey. Season to taste and serve 


LEMON JUICE 


Substitute lemon juice for rich 
sauces on fish if you are reducing. 

Serve it with salt on sliced toma- 
toes or other salads. Use a slice 
of lemon instead of-cream in your 
tea. It all helps in cutting down 
weight. : 


Creole Ham Slices, 

Soak in cold water for two hours 
a slice of ham two or three inches 
thick. Wipe dry and place in a 
shallow pan or uncovered roaster. 
Pour one-half cup molasses over 
the ham, sprinkle generously with 
cinnamon and one-half cup brown 
sugar. Then pour one cup of hot 


‘water mixed with two tablespoons 


vinegar around ham. Bake two 
hours in a moderate oven, basting 
frequently. 


Potatoes and Sausage. 

Put into a buttered casserole a 
jayer of sliced raw potatoes, Sea- 
son with salt, pepper and a little 
butter. Then add another layer of 
sliced potatoes. Cover the top with 
pork sausage patties. Cover with 
milk and bake in slow oven until 
tender, about two hours. 


Chicken Gravy. n 
Stir three tables flour into 
the fat in the pan in which chicken 
was fried or hak and when 
mixed add one and a haif cups of 
milk and a half cup boiling water.

“One of them tastes things as 
she goes along and the other says 
she knows when they look right 
and makes the cake batter a little 
thicker or thinner, accordingly.” 

“Is that a good way to cook and 
can I learn to do it the same way, 
or is it better to get a good cook 
book and follow it exactly?” asks 


The cook book by all means! Get 
one by an experienced writer—and 
they are cheaper now. Several dif- 
ferent cook books, all good, are 
on sale for $1, and it’é 100 cents 
well invested in hundreds of reci- 
pes, practical cookery hints and 
general advice. 

Make a resolution when you get 
the bock to follow recipes exactly, 
and look at the recipe every time 


you make it, even if you know it 
by heart. 

If it says to sift the flour three 
times for a cake, do it exactly that 
many times. If A level teaspoon 
of baking powder is callie for, 
don't heap it up. If thin white 
sauce is specified, don’t make it 
thick. The book will tell you exact- 
ly how much flour, butter and milk 
to use in the different sauces. 

Temperatures Important. 

When you buy the cook book, 
buy an oven thermometer at the 
same time, and follow the recipe 
temperatures faithfully. 

It makes all the difference in the 
world in the baking of biscuit, 
cake, roasts and other foods if the 
oven is “just right.” 

Anyone can learn to cook, and 
to cook well. It's like following 
instructions and rules in any other 
subject. Many good older cooks 
still continue to cook without a 
book, but the newcomer may well 
decide to take advantage of the 
many-sided advice in cook books 
and, for a few years at least, fol- 
low the beaten paths in cookery. . 

There’s enough adventure in just 
learning to cook without needless 


experimenting.

LITTLE WHITE GRAPES 
FOR MANY PURPOSES 


Cocktails, Salads, Gravy and 
Garnish Enhances With 
This Fruit. 


The tiny seedless white grapes 
are cheap now and may be used 
effectively in many ways. 

Ever serve them for breakfast 


on the stem? They give zest to the 
meal if they are well chilled. Then 
for breakfast they may be slit 
in two and added generously to the 
orange juice. 

For general fruit salads they are 
fine, either mixed with other 
fruits or sprinkled over the top. 

Add a cup of the white grapes 
and one-third cup of almonds cut 
in pieces to chicken salad and it is 
a thing of joy. 

Good With Baked Ham. 

A cup of white grapes baked 
with a slice of ham sprinkled well 
with brown sugar results in a de- 
liciously flavored dish. Put a lit- 
tle hot water in the pan to baste 
the ham and pour it and. the 
grapes over the ham for gravy 
when cooked. 

And for a jellied garnish try 
this: Dissolve one package lime 
gelatine in one pint boiling water. 
Cool, and when it begins to thick- 
en, fold in one and one-half cups 
of white grapes, cut in two and 
sugar a little. Turn into indi- 
vidual molds and put in refrigera- 
tor until firm. Unmold and serve 
with meat, or place on lettuce and 
top with mayonnaise for salad. 


ROLLED CHOCOLATE CAKE 


Three tablespoons granulated su- 
gar, one-eighth teaspoon salt, six 
egg whites, stiffly. beaten, one 
square unsweetened chocolate, 
melted and cooled, two tablespoons 
confectioners’ sugar, few drops va- 
nilla, one cup cream, whipped. 

Combine sugar and salt. Add 
gradually to egg whites, and con- 
tinue beating until mixture holds 
its shape. Fold in chocolate care- 
fully. Spread one-quarter inch 
thick on ungreased baking sheet, 
$x13 inches, and bake in moderate 
oven 20 minutes, or until done. 
Cover with cloth and cool. Fold 
confectioners’ sugar and vanilla in- 
to whipped cream. Spread on cake; 


roll as for jelly roll. Chill. 
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RUG STAINS 


To remove » ordinary dirt spots, 
brush thoroughly with a soft 
brush.

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—A _ brisk 
but short-lived selling flurry sent 
the stock market into another 
slump today, but extreme losses of 
2 to more than 5 points in many 
prominent issues were partially re- 
duced in the last hour. Fresh 
selling appeared in the last few 
minutes, however, and the final 
tone was heavy. . The turnover ap- 
proximated 2,409,000 shares. 

Extreme losses of 2 to 5 points 
were reduced by 1 to 2 in many in- 
stances, but the-recovery was par- 
tially lost in the final dealings. 
Final prices, in the main, were 
fractions to a point above the day’s 
lows. 

Selling started in farm imple- 
ments and foods, but later spread 
over much of the list. Among is- 
sues closing about 2 to 4 points 
lower were Case, Internationa! Har- 
vester, Borden, Corn Products, U. 
S. Steel, American Telephone. 
American Can,-American Tobacco 
„B.,“ Consolidated Gas, du Pont, 
North American, Union Pacific, 
Santa Fe, United Aircraft, West- 
inghouse and others. 

In foreign exchanges, the conti- 
nental gold currencies remained 
firm against the dollar, particular- 
ly the Holland guilder, Sterling 
cables, however, ruled % lower at 
$3.45%, and the Canadian dollar 
was somewhat heavy. 

Wheat was again under pressure, 
with the December delivery regis- 
tering a néw iow for the season. 
Net losses, however, were only from 
% to % of a cent. Corn, on the 
other hand, was steady, closing vir- 
tually unchanged. Cotton also held 
up well, closing with negligible 
changes. 

There also was estimate on the 
forthcoming unfilled tonnage state- 
ment of United States Steel Cor- 
poration, which placed the expected 
rise at substantially less than the 
“Iron Age” figure of 100,000 tons, 
or at an increase of 50,000 tous 
or less. 

The consolidated weekly state- 
ment of the Federal Reserve Banks 
shows an increase of $16,000,000 in 
monetary gold for the week ended 
Oct. 5 while member bank reserves 
gained another $15,000,000. Cir- 
culation stepped up $44,000,000, 
but this was attributed solely to 
month-end requirements. The new 
$450,000,000 United States Trens- 
ury offerings was heavily over- 
subscribed. 

Merchauts continue conservative 
in stocking up, said Bradstrect’s, 
in weekly mercantile review, but 
as trade has quickened they found 
it necessary in many cases to issue 
substantial fill-in orders for sea- 
sonal goods. Wholesalers conse- 
quently have benefited. This re- 
view adds that the high optimism 
80 apparent in the reports of a 
few weeks agg is now less evident, 
but a considerable amount of con- 
fidence is still being shown, due to 
the fact that the trade increases 
this fall, while only of seasonal 
proportions, are a decided reversal 
of the long downward trend.
